On September 16, 2020, Magistrate Judge Patricia A.
Sullivan issued a text order informing Plaintiff that the Court
could not address his Application to Proceed in District Court
Without Prepaying Fees or Costs, ECF No. 2, due to insufficient
information and directing Plaintiff to either refile the
Application with the necessary financial information or pay the
initial filing fee of 400 dollars on or before October 19, 2020.
